A NATIONAL PROBLEM f 


- “A ‘death in child-bed is almost a 
subject for an inquest. It is nothing 
short of a calamity which it is right 
we should all know about, in order: 
tu avoid it in the future” These words 
of Florence Nightingale apply to our 
present times. just as truly as they, 
did to her generation. We should in- 
eed search for the reason why each 
year 1,300 Canadian women lose their 
lives as a direct iesult of their bring | 
ing new lives into the world. | 

The reasons have been sought for, 
und the results .f such investigations 
particularly the one made by the Fed 
eral Department of Health, have) 
shown why these mothers die. What’ 
is of the utmost importance is that 
we should know how to prevent most 
of these deaths. We know how to do 
so in the sense that we are aware of | 
certain things which can be done and 
which if they are done, will save many i 
mother’s lives. 

Most of these deaths, which are 
such a tragedy to the home and such 
a loss to the nation, and which, fre- 
quently, are the cause of many social 
problems, are due to the absence of 
ente-natal care and to the lack of 
adequate medical and nursing care at, 
confinements. It has been proven be- 
yond question of doubt that when ante 
ratal and confinement care are provid 
td most of these maternal deaths can. 
be, and actually are prevented. 

There are two main reasons why 
women do not receive such care. The 
first one is that comparatively few 
vromen realize that their own health 
indeed, their lives—and the health of 
their expected baby depend upon ante 
natal care. Both men and women | 
should know that the expectant moth- 
er needs to be urder medical super- 
vision from the beginnig of her pre- 
gnancy. It is ear'y in pregnancy, as 
well as during the late months that 
the phys‘cian det:cting the arst signs 
of an abnormal condition, promptly 
deals w:tbh tLis conaition and sn averts 
a catastrophe. 

The second resson is lack of facili- 
ties listance from the doctur. This is 
a probl)m which every part of our 
community shoul face and which ail 
of us should do ovr utmost to solve 
Adequate ante-natal and confinement 
services for all should be a national 
policy.

POOL TERMINAL STORAGE 
TO BE INCREASED 


The Alberta Wheat Pool is continu 
ally increasing its elevator system. 
On Monday of this week the contract 
was let, more than doubling the stor 
age of the new Pool terminal at Van 
couver. The number of Pool elevators 
in Alberta has been increased until 
the total is close to the 400 mark 

The Pool’s continual objective is to 
bandle as much of its members’ wheat 
as possible through Pool elevators. 
Each years sees an increase in the 
volume of Pool wheat handled through 
Pool facilities. This year the total 
is around 65 per cent. | 

The mew Vancouver terminal was 
completed last fall and had storage | 
facilities to handle 2,500,000 bushels | 
of wheat. With the proposed addition- 
al storage of 2,750,000 this elevator 
will have a total capacity of 5,250,000 
bushels. This will provide total] ter- 
minal space owned and controlled by 
the Alberta Wheat Pool on the Pacific 
coast of 8,150,000 bushels,
